Sufficient power 
may be had by turning on the switch, and the purpose of this service is to show how 
this may be done.

(Read verses 1-12 , 17, 18, 23, 24 from MoffatFs translation.)

Leader: God is not only nearby at every moment; he also takes the initiative 
in stirring our minds, disciplining our emotions, making sensitive our consciences, 
forging resoluteness of our wills, and directing our actions. He is the Father of 
every prodigal, the Shepherd of every lost sheep, as loving and forgiving as was 
Jesus on the cross when he prayed for the forgiveness of the men who were 
executing him. 

Solo: "There's A Wideness in God's Mercy." (p. 172 or 173). 

First Reader: "God has made us for himself, and we cannot rest until we 
rest in him," said St. Augustine long ago. By nature we are homing pigeons. When 
we come to ourselves, instinctively we fly homeward. In every man there is that of 
God. God is the Supreme Being and human beings are created in his likeness, 
with every faculty needed for inter-communication. Our minds grow until they think 
the very thoughts of God. Our emotions can be nurtured until they reflect the 
feelings of God himself. Our powers of selection may be trained until we know what 
is right and what is wrong in God’s sight. Our Lord said, "The things that I do, 
ye do also, and greater things than these because of my help." 

We are necessary to God. Our Father needs companionship, and he requires 
help in completing his work, in establishing his holy family on earth. Say to your¬ 
self and mean it, "I am absolutely indispensable to God. I really am. I really am." 

(pause 10 seconds) . Back in the Middle Ages, Meister Eckhart 

said, "God is a thousand times more ready to give than we are to receive. Nobody 
ever wanted anything as much as God wants to bring people to know him. God 
is always ready, but we. are w not ready. God is near to us, but we are far from him. 
God is within; we are without. God is at home; we are abroad." 

Leader: God never misses an opportunity. Always he enters an open door. 
From the inside we unlock the door through welcome, through desire, for prayer 
is the soul’s sincere desire. When desire is low and unworthy, God is denied op¬ 
portunity. When desire is high but weak, God can do little for us. When desire is 
high and mighty, when ardently we want to know God's will and are able to do it, 
then God never misses an opportunity. 

First Reader: Listen to these assuring words of Scripture: "As a hart longs 
for flowing streams, so longs my soul for thee, O God. My soul thirsts for God, 
for the living God ... If we confess our sins, he is faithful and just, and will 
forgive our sins and cleanse us from all unrighteousness." While we wait silently, 
let every soul make confession of sin to God, and claim his forgiveness (pause 60 

seconds . ) Again it is written, "But you shall receive power when 

the Holy Spirit has come upon you; and you shall be my witnesses in Jerusalem and 
in Judea and Samaria and to the end of the earth." Let our fervent prayer in silence 
be for his power, power in the home, power in our work, power in the neighborhood, 
power in citizenship (pause 60 seconds . ) 
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Leader: One of the places where it is easiest to turn on the switch of God's 
power is in the hour of group worship in the sanctuary. Here we are blessed with 
a maximum number of advantages: singing of precious hymns, listening to the 
reading of the Holy Word, entering into common prayer, partaking of holy com¬ 
munion, feeling the inflow of God's power. Here we join fellowseekers in worship 
prompted by sacred memories. Wise is the counsel to gather together on the first 
day of the week for worship, the breaking of bread, the making of gifts, and fellow¬ 
ship. Reverently should we enter, quietly should we listen, fervently should we 
participate, resolutely should we depart to enter more deeply into life. In the 
sanctuary we provide God with opportunity, and he never misses an opportunity. 

First Reader: We do well to pay heed to the word of our Lord that where two 
or three are gathered together in his name, there is he in the midst. For a- long time 
the old fashioned prayer meeting was the powerhouse of many churches. In recent 
years there has been a marked revival in prayer meetings, prayer groups, cell groups, 
with pronounced emphasis upon the experience of corporate silence in prayer. 
Blessed is the person who experiences the fellowship of such a group. 

Leader: The family is meant to be a colony of heaven, and, at its finest, home- 
life provides God with fullest opportunity. Therefore, the spirit of prayer should 
pervade and permeate every member of the household. Saying grace at mealtime 
is a way of keeping God in mind and being grateful to him. Some families use silent 
grace, followed by an exchange of kisses. At the breakfast table families often have 
devotional reading and prayer. Some families worship together before sleep. 

First Reader: But when the last word has been said about worship, there is no 
adequate substitute for private prayer alone in the closet. The purpose of all high 
prayer is to find out what God wants and get his help in doing it. To make this 
possible, desire must be changed from self-centered appetites and ambitions to God- 
cehteredness and people-centeredness. Alone with God the soul must bow in adora¬ 
tion and thanksgiving, pour out confession of sin, penitently accept God's forgive¬ 
ness, cease brooding over sin, make fresh commitment to the doing of his holy 
will, accept responsibility for interceding for others, and go forth with determination 
to do what is right in our Father's sight. 

Responsive Reading

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Final Statement 

Leader: All this means that we must love God with our minds, permit him 
to direct our thinking. This calls for continuous study of the New Testament 
record of Jesus' teaching and example. To this must be added present day re¬ 
flections on the significance of Jesus. We have placed a table at the rear of the 
room with books, devotional pamphlets, and other helps for us as we strive to 
find a close relationship to God. (Suggested pamphlets and books are listed in the 
"Tips for the Leader” section of this program.) Remember the words of St. Paul, 
M I am not ashamed of the Gospel: it is the power of God for salvation," "His 
grace is sufficient for all our needs," and "I can do all things in him who 
strengthens me." 

Hymn and Offertory: "Spirit of God, Descend Upon My Heart,"" (p. 272), 
(Sing first verse then hum while offering is being received.) 

Prayer and Benediction: "O God, who puttest into our hearts such deep desires 
that we cannot be at peace until we rest in thee, mercifully grant that the longing 
of my soul may not go unsatisfied because of any unrighteousness of life that may 
separate me from thee.

Tips for the Leader 

This program is a devotional service which includes the worship service. It 
should be presented in the sanctuary or another room with a worshipful atmosphere. 
Two lecterns should -be used at the front of the room, one to the right and one 
to the left. The leader should use one and the first reader the other. If second and 
third readers are used, the second reader should use the lectern of the first reader. 
Thus the leader and third reader would use the same lectern. It would be wise to 
place two chairs behind each lectern for these participants to use during the program. 
If your Fellowship is small, the leader and first reader can also give the parts of 
the second and third readers. If participants wear robes, it will add to the effectiveness 
of the service. 

The persons chosen as readers should be consecrated women who read with 
depth, and who will present the speeches meaningfully. Care should be taken in 
choosing them. Music will create an atmosphere of quietness and worship. Back¬ 
ground music yould add to the program if you have a pianist or organist who can 
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play very softly. (If you do not have a person who is so talented, it is better to 
leave out this kind of music for it might distract.)

On my desk is a small booklet, 
received in the mail about a week 
ago, from the pen of Kirby Page. 
It contains a collection of devo¬ 
tional readings, and is highly 
commendable for individual or 
family worship. The following 
brief poem, from an unknown 
author, speaks for itself: 

‘‘There is beauty in the forest 
When the trees are green and 
fair, 

There is beauty in the meado 
When wild flowers scent the 
There is beauty in the sunlight 
And the soft blue beams above. 
Oh, the world is full of beauty 
When the heart is full of love/' 
However, while the readings 
are most commendable, the title 
has disturbed me and haunted me 
ever since I saw it. LIVING 
WITH PEACE OF MIND, is a 
most desirable experience, but is 
it always the highest evidence of 
spiritual awareness? To be sure, 
fretfulness is a negative attitude, 
but, over against that, mere in¬ 
difference to the great needs of 
our days as they confront the dis¬ 
ciples of Jesus, is often mistaken 
for peace of mind. 

It seems to me that, while we 
need the sustaining power of con¬ 
fidence in God's purposes, we also 
need a high concern, a deep 
awareness of the realities of life, 
that will often be most disturb¬ 
ing, may even cause sleepless 
nights, and troubled days. Many 
years ago Dr. James Black wrote 
a book entitled THE DILEMMAS 
OF JESUS. In it he, states that 
there seems to be one refrain run¬ 
ning through the mind of the 
Master: “Oh, that men would 
only believe on me." 

Are we not, even today, facing 
the stern fact that men, even in 
the church, do not believe in him? 
Yes, multitudes give lip service, 
but a comparatively few believe 
so profoundly in his Good News 
that they give, life-surrender and 
whole-hearted service. This is 
enough to cause deep concern in 
the minds of those who are eager 
that God's Good News shall be¬ 
come increasingly effective.

The Committee on Un-American Activities of the U« S. House of Representatives on 
April 1, 1951, issued a report entitled: 

THE COMMUNIST "PEACE" OFFENSIVE 
A Campaign to Disarm and Defeat 
The United States 

This report calls the world wide "peace" offensive "the most dangerous hoax ever 
devised by the international Communist conspiracy." 

The Communists in this "peace" drive are attempting to make the people of the 
world believe that the U.S.8.R. stands for peace and that America stands for war. 

This is today's primary objective of every Communist Party and party segment in the 
world. It is the number 1 plank in the current Communist "line." 

The Communists know that everyone wants peace, and if they can convince the 
world that they are the lovers of peace and that Americans are the war mongers, they 
will succeed in making America hated everywhere. Then they can risk a war. 

Hundreds of ministers, knowingly or unknowingly, have cooperated and are 
cooperating with the Communists and their co-conspirators in spreading their vicious, 
subversive propaganda which constitutes such a grave menace to the peace and security 
of the United States. In fact, it is primarily ministers (and educators) who lend an 
air of apparent respectability to these Communist fronts. 

American Intelligence Agency, as part of its intensive campaign to expose un- 
American influences in the nation, publishes herewith ,tli§-.names of the ministers and 
church workers who have been affiliated with these subversive "peace" activities. 

It is to be noted that: 

1) All the organizations mentioned herein have been cited as being Communist or 
Communist fronts by one or more official investigating bodies. 

2) The names of all persons listed here as having been affiliated with these 
organizations were taken from 

a) the organization's own publications, or 

b) official U. S. Government reports. 

3) Some ministers listed as being located in certain cities may not now be 
located there. Ministers occasionally change their addresses and we do not 
have an up-to-date listing of such changes. 

4) This report covers only recent Communist fronts, those active from January 1, 
1949, to 1 the present (May 15, 1951)j also it lists only those Communist 
fronts in the "peace" movement. 

If any person listed herein has resigned, or in the future does resign, from 
these organizations, we shall be glad to be apprised of that faot and will make the 
necessary corrections in future editions of this report.

COMMUNIST-FRONT ORGANIZATIONS IN THE CURRENT COMMUNIST "PEACE” OFFENSIVE 


Cultural and Scientific Conference for World Peace - Waldorf Conference (WPl 

This Conference was held at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel in New York on March 25, 
1949. In attendance were numerous European Communist leaders, although the State 
Department refused visas to many others. The meeting which was picketed by patriotic 
American individuals and groups was arranged and directed by National Council of the 
Arts, Sciences and Professions, which the Congressional Un-American Activities 
Committee cited as a Communist front. 

The Un-American Activities Committee reported that this Conference "was actually 
a super mobilization of the inveterate supporters of the Communist Party and its 
auxiliary organizations," and stated that "the Communist-front connections of the 
sponsors are very extensive." 

World Peace Congress (PWPC) 

This Congress, sometimes called the World Congress of Partisans of Peace, was 
held in Paris (and Prague) April 20-24, 1949, Over 380 delegates from foreign 
countries were barred by the French Government because of their subversive character, 
and these individuals held a rump session simultaneously in Prague in Communist 
Czechoslovakia. 

This is the meeting at which Paul Robeson, the negro Communist, said, it is 
certainly unthinkable for myself and the negro people to go to war in the interests 
of those who have oppressed us for generations (referring to America) against a 
oountry which, in one generation, has raised our people to the full dignity of 
mankind (referring to Russia)." Howard Fast, another Communist from the United 
States, at the Congress railed against "the slander of the mercenary press and radio 
in the United States against the Soviet Union." 

American Continental Congress for Peace (ACCP) 

This Congress was held in Mexico City September 5-10, 1949. The Un-Amerioan 
Activities Committee called it "another phase in the Communist world 'peace' campaign 
aimed at consolidating anti-American forces throughout the Western Hemisphere. 

Taking an active part in this Congress were suoh well-known Latin American 
Communists as Diego Rivera, Lombardo Toledano and Solano, secretary general of the 
Panama Communist Party. 


American Peace Crusade (APC) 

The American Peace Crusade was established by the Communists to take the place 
of the Peace Information Center when the latter was dissolved and some of its 
organizers indicted for failing to register as Communist agents. Among the initiat¬ 
ing sponsors of American Peace Crusade were the following notorious Communists! Paul 
Robeson, Ben Gold, Howard Fast, Albert Kahn, Harry Bridges and Herbert Biberman. 

Among other activities, this organization originated, sponsored and directed the 
"peace pilgrimage" to Washington, on March 15, 1951, 

Maryland Committee for Peace (MdCP) 

This Committee is typical of many such local Communist—front peace organiza¬ 
tions, On June 5, 1950, this Committee ran a large advertisement in the Baltimore 
Sun, signed by many educators and others, calling for the outlawing of the atomic 
bomb. 
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Second World Peace Congress (SWPC) 

The Second World Peace Congress was a follow-up to the earlier Paris Congress of 
April 20, 1949. This Second Congress was scheduled to be held in Sheffield, England, 
November 13-19, 1950, The British Government refused, however, to let a number of 
the Communist delegates from other countries enter Britain. Among those excluded 
were Frederic Joliot-Curie, French Communist and head of the World Peace Congress} 
Ilya Ehrenburg, Alexander Fadeyev and Dmitri Shostakovich, familiar ’’peace” congress 
leaders from the Soviet Union. 

The Daily Worker in the United States complained that five—sixths of the dele¬ 
gation from this country was refused admission to England, including the leader of 
the U. S. delegates, Rev. Robert M. Muir. Because of the ’’reactionary" attitude of 
the British Government, this meeting was shifted from Sheffield to Warsaw, in 
Communist-dominated Poland. 

Elected to the presidium of this Congress were the following residents of the 
United States, all leading Communists or notorious Communist fellow travelers: Paul 
Robeson, Howard Fast, Rev. Joseph Fletcher, W. E. B. DuBois and Thomas Mann. 

Mid-Century Conference for Peace (MCCP) 

This Conference was sponsored by the Communist front, Committee for Peaceful 
Alternatives to the Atlantic Pact, and was held at the St. James Methodist Church, 
Chicago, May 29 and 30, 1950. Its announced purpose was "to pressure the President 
and Congress of the United States to undertake negotiations with the Government of. 
the Soviet Union." The sponsors included a number of chronic supporters of Communist 
fronts: Jerome Davis, Corliss Lamont, Carey McWilliams, Kirtley Mather, Guy Emery 

Shi pier, Dorothy Brewster, Harlow Shapley, I, F. Stone. Also included as sponsors 
wore Louis Goldblatt, Donald Henderson and Claude Williams, whose Communist Party 
memberships are a matter of public record. 

Stockholm Appeal (SA) 

The Stockholm Appeal was sponsored by the Communist Party, U.S.A., and was first 
announced in the Sunday Worker , June 11, 1950. Leaders of this campaign were avowed 
Communists and the direction of the campaign was entirely Communistic. The "Appeal 
has been thoroughly exposed as a Communist front. Hundreds of ministers and eduoa- 
tors were among those who sponsored this Appeal. 

World Peace Appeal (WPA) 

One of the worst Communist fronts was the World Peace Appeal, which was similar 
to the Stockholm Appeal. It was promoted by the World Peaoe Congress, a fact which 
conclusively proves its Communist background. In the United States, WPA was 
particularly active in youth groups and in schools and colleges.

A SPIRITUAL EXPLORATION 

A Search Through Prayer Retreats 
For Answers To Two Questions 


Every thoughtful person is aware of the sickness of our 
society. Everywhere there is confusion, maladjustment, 
tension, suspicion, fear, and conflict. Beyond the broken 
homes registered in divorce courts are countless families 
rent by bitter quarrels and unloving relationships. Many 
young people are haunted by a sense, of insecurity and a 
feeling of futility in life. Across racial lines there is much 
hostility, and the economic struggle is often ruthless. The 
political scene sometimes brings a feeling of nausea, while 
nations are hovering on thfe. brink of hydrogen warfare. 
Civil liberties arc widely scorned, and many teachers are 
filled with timidity.

Prompted by realization of urgent need, a spontaneous 
movement has arisen in Southern California and Arizona 
among ministers of many religious bodies who are plan¬ 
ning a search for answers to two questions: HOW CAN 
WE FIND THE WILL OF GOD? HOW CAN WE GET 
POWER TO DO IT? What does God want us to do in 
the home, in personal relations, in the neighborhood, in 
race relations, in economic life, in political affairs, in inter¬ 
national relations? How can we get power to live the way 
God wants us to live all the time? 


Ministers with the cooperation of lay leaders will inau¬ 
gurate a series of unhurried PRAYER RETREATS in 
their local churches or homes of members. Experience has 
shown conclusively the value of SEVERAL HOURS of 
sustained fellowship, conversation and prayer. The local 
minister will meet successively with different groups of ten 
to forty of his members for prolonged exchange of per¬ 
plexities and problems, and for an earnest search for 
answers and for God’s power. 

TIME OF RETREATS 

1. Some ministers will use Saturday afternoon and 
evening from 2 to 9 with different groups on successive 
weeks for this prayerful conversation. 

2. In some cases different groups of ten to forty will 
remain after the morning service on successive Sundays for 
dinner at the church, or in a home, and remain together 
until 6 o’clock. 

3. Some ministers will meet with different groups on 
Sunday afternoon and evening from 2 to 9. 

4. Frequent use will be made of the supper fellowship 
and long evening of sustained conversation and prayer. 

5. Groups of women will meet from 10 A.M. to 3 or 
4 P.M. on weekdays.

THE NATURE OF THE SEARCH 

This will be a search primarily not for answers to spe¬ 
cific questions, but for WAYS of discovering what is right 
in God’s sight in|gverv relationship, and for POWER to 
live as God is yearning for us to live. 

It is expected that during the weeks of these Prayer 
Retreats the minister will preach a series of sermons on 
these two questions. 

In some cases the Retreats will be prepared for by visit¬ 
ation two by two to homes of members, interpreting the 
Exploration and enrolling individuals for the Retreats. 
Experiments will be made in enlisting youth groups, adult 
classes, women’s societies, men’s clubs and other agencies 
of the local church in the search in their regular meetings. 
Also these groups may come in a body to Prayer Retreats. 

WAYS OF ASSEMBLING THE RETREATS

3. Some will bring together natural age groups. 

4. Some will give special attention to Sunday School 
teachers and leaders of youth fellowships. 

5. Some will endeavor to expose the entire church mem¬ 
bership to the experience of an extended Prayer Retreat. 

In Southern California, after the[*Spiritual Exploration 
has been under way for several weeks, participating min¬ 
isters are to meet for an exchange of experiences at THE 
FIRST METHODIST CHURCH, WHITTIER, Bailey 
and Friends, on NOVEMBER 5th, from 2 to 5 P.M. 

THE EXPECTATION 

1. It is expected that the Spiritual Exploration will 
bring fresh vitality to those who take part. 

2. Increase the number and zest of continuing sharing 
groups which meet regularly for the facing of acute prob¬ 
lems in prayerful conversation and with much prayer. 


3. Establish the unhurried Prayer Retreat as a PERMA¬ 
NENT PART of the work of the local church. 

4. Be of great value to the minister also. 

5. In these ways, by deepening communion with God 
and bringing about warmer fellowship among members of 
the church, intensify desire to know and to do the will of 
God, bring clearer guidance from God, strengthen faith, 
instil courage, and nurture perseverance.
